They nreferred to flee, and 
did soen masse, All dressed alike in their 
hlue cotton gawns, and Inaded with lugvage, 
even to the bahies, who resignedly carried 
their tiny pillows. they turned their backs on 
their homes, and hurried away, Lot) was 
strick with tha heauty and homely feeling 
which existed in and around almost all of the 
little wooden houses, whose red-tiled roofs were 
canspicuoua among the greens of the sur- 


rounding willows and hirch. Every house had 


its zarden—pardens exactly'like thosa’he had 
heen used to at home, with long”rows ‘of cab- 
hages and beans and lettuce, and beds of great 
numpking. 

Here and there. by way of adding a tauch of 
hrillianey and colour, small flowerbeds were 
placed. Every home had its’bit ‘of decorative 
colouring, where wall.crown zinnias, asters, and 
chrysanthemums were in full bloom, Not many 
dava before, evervihing was peaceful and: uiet, 
with the man and his familv gathering around 
the threshold to admire. the beauty which thelr 
floral friends brought them vear after year—a 
heauty which was for once to be somewhat 
short-lived through this inrush of the foreigner 
in his march tawarda Pekin. War seamed to 
he n necessity, and the spoiling of a whole 
country-side js merely one of the minor incidents 
of the campaign. All the beauty of the home 
life, all the sweetness of the gardens, had to be 
ruthlessly trampled down, But the evidence of 
the Chinaman’s love of his flawer garden still 
remains. Hitherto I had thought he had no 
interests beyond the vegetable. Possibly, he 
fargels his flower knowledge, and turns to 
growing what is more profitable, with the 
object of gettine back ta China to again enter 
upon the artistic side of garden work, Be that 
as it may, the aster, which forms our illustration 
of to-day, hails from the “Celestial Empire.” 
It was first introduced into England in 1731, 
under the name of Aster chinensis, and has 
been subjected to many improvements to bring 
it upto what it is to-day, The early flower was 
a single; now the ‘aster family has very many 
forms, as well asa good range of colourings. 
They are a beautiful flower, much like a 
small decoratived chrysanthemum, and quite 
as pretty. At this time of the year they are 
coming in very freely from the high mountain 
country around Rowral, whore they are grown 
somewhat extensively for the Sydney market. 
But while they do exceptionally well at a 2000- 
feet above sea level, they also grow nicely in 
our metropolitan districts, 

With me they have this year been particul- 
arly good, I set cut a row or two of plants 
about November, and have had several very 
good cuttings, Mine were almost all done be- 
fore the country flowers got a proper showing, 
They are a dainty graceful flower, either in 
white, cream, pink, or purple, and fast much 
better than anything else you can cut at this 
time of the year, Only a few days since, when 
talking with one of the George-street florists, I 
heard quite a lot of praise for these beautifal 
flowers, They deserve all that can be said of 
them, Aster means 8 star, and the name [es 
very well deserved, for the aster {s really a 
star among the the flowers that bloom {n 
autumn, 

{ am a great believer in speaking of ‘the 
flower when it isin season, [fit is done at 
the seed-sowing time, and the flower is a bit 
out of the common, no one seems to know what 
it Is. Get into the way of making a note of 
athing when you see it, find gut the time that 
it should be planted, and note the month for 
doing the work. 

My plants were obtained from seed sown 
about the beginning of September, and as farns 
1 can Judge, September le a good month for 
putting your first seed In. .A hit later would 
probably be better, But, ae the art of,garden-

inorning before the Chiff Justice, Sir Wo, 
Goodmen. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE 

Leong Hing was on indictment with 
cominal-‘and indecent assault on a girl under 
twelve years of age, Vrisoner pleaded not 
guilty on both counts. The following jury was 
called and sworn :—E, Q, Murphy, R.A 
Ferguson, E. Ray nond, A. Gomes Jr, G.

; “Tokyo, 17th April, 12.80 a.m. 

Admiral Togo reports that our combined 
fleet commenced the eighth attack on Port 
Arthur on,the orth inat., a8 previously plan: 
ned. The Fourth and Fifth torpedo-boat- 
destroyer flotillas, the 14th torpedo flotilla 
and Koryo Maru reached the mouth of 
Port Arthur at midnight on the rath inst., 
and effected the laying of mines at several 
points outside the Port, defying the enemy's 
scarchelights, 

At dawn on the rth inst. the Second 
torpedo-desttoyer flotilla descried a Russian 
destroyer trythg to cater’ Port Arthur Har- 
bour and, after an attack lasting ten minutes, 


Anottier Russian destroyer was discovered 
coming from the direction of Laotishan and 
our ships attacked her; she managed to flee; 
however, into the harbour, ; 

On our side during these engagements we 
suffered no casualties with the exception 
that two seamen on the destroyer Jéazuch 
were slightly wounded. 

We had no time to rescue the crew from 

“the sinking Russian vessel as the emeny’s. 
cruiser Aayan approached to the vicinity at 
‘that time. ; p 

The third fleet arrived off Port. Arthur at 
cight o'clock that morning when the Rus- 
sian cruiser Bayart came out of the Port

Our third fleet tardily answering the Rus- 
sian guns, and gradually retiring, enticed the 
enemy 1§ miles south-cast of Port Arthur, 
when our First fleet receiving information 
from the Third, by means of wireless tele- 
graphy, suddenly appeared before the enemy, 
and attacked. f 

While the enemy was endeavouring to 
regain Port Arthur a battleship of the 
Petropavioush type struck the mines we had 
laid on the previous evening, and sunk at 
10.32 a.m. ; 

Although another ship was observed to 
have lost her freedom of movement, the 

_ confusion of the enemy's ships prevented us 
from identifying her. 

The enemy finally managed to regain Port 
Arthur, . 

Our Third flect suffered no damage, and 
damage sustained by the enemy, excepting 
what has been mentioned above, was pro- 
bably slight also. 

Our first fleet did not arrive within firing

Our fleets retired at 1 pam. and prepared 
for another attack, : 

Our ships again made an approach to Port 
Arthur on the rth inst. 

The second, fourth and fifth destroyer 
flotillas, and the ninth torpedo flotilia also 
joined our larger ships at 3 a.m, and the 
third fleet at 7 a.m.

Port Arthur at that time.

St. Petersburg, March 1§.—The Journal de 
St, Fetersboure contains a long article dealing 
wih the naval forces of Russia and Japan, and 
Russia’s plans to recover the command of the 
sea, The article is signed Sercous, 

The writer says that Russia in the Far East 
has superiority of 76 cannon, bul an inferiority 
of 12 warships. Without counting the squadron 
of Admiral Wirenius, the superiority of the 
enemy is represented by 17 ships and 81 guns 
This is largoly compensated for by the artillery 
in the Russian forts, the valour of the Russian 
sailors, and the Tecessity for the Japanese to 
set apart a number of warships to escort their 
transports, to guard their communications, and 
guarantee the food supply ‘for the troops in 
Korea. 

“There is no doubt,” the article cantinues, 
“as tothe issue of the naval war. The des- 
‘truction of the Japanese Fleet is only a ques: 
tion of time: The Baltic Squadron will make 
itsappearance in Eastern watersin afew months’ 
time, under one of the most brilliant of Russian 
Admirals, The Japanese will not run the ris’ 
of a combat on the high seas when the Russian 
Fleet is reinforced by batileships like the 
Nicholas J, the Alexander //, the Alexander

THE ARMS AND AMMUNITION OF . 
THE "MANDJOUR.” 

It is stated thatthe Chinese cruiser Munshud 
in whose hold tlic arms and amffunition of the 
Russian dismantled cruiser Mandjour have 
been deposited {ors fe keeping by the Shang- 
hai Taotni; is in such a leaky condition; owing 
ta Jack of repairs for many years, that it is 
feared that the cargo in question will be injured 
inno time and so render the Chinese authorities 
liable for large damages when the war is over. 
In view of this it 1s probable that a better place 
than the rickety old Chinese cruiser will be 
selected for the purpose, and it is reported that 
the Commissioner of Customs and Taolai are 
now considering the best place to store the 
warlike Russian cargo placed in their custody, 


The report that the German steamer Kasser 
Friedrich has, been sold to Russia probably 


ind-cates her transfer to the Russian Volunteer. 


Fleet, as a sale to the Government would be a 
violation of neutrality. The Aaiser ‘riedrich, 
42,480 tons, was built and engined by Hegr F. 
Schichau, at Danzig, in 1897, for the Trans 
Atlantic service ofthe.

Strict orders have been issued at Port Arthur 
regarding persons entering the furis, and sud- 
den death is the penalty of disobedience to the 
sentries’ call, the latter being empowered to 
fire immediately.

It is reported that ten destroyers that have 
been at St. Petersburg are being sent overland 
to Port Arthur in sections. Each boat requires 
twotrains for the journey, Several armoured 
trains are being constructed of the best steel to 
opera ¢ on the railway in Manchuria. 

On the 3rd instant the steamer //atwal-maru 
left C hemulpo for Japan, having on board sixty- 
seven wounded men who had taken part in 
recent engagements with the Russian forces in 
Northern Korea. 

More trophies from the Russian cruiser 
Varyak, which was sunk in Chemulpo harbour 
and is now being floated by captain [irose of 
the Oshimo, have arrived in Tokyo and will 
shortly be exhibfed.
